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I) AFTER JONAH: PART TWO OF THE STORY OF GOD AND NINEVAH 

(Overview and book chart) 

DTheauthor: NAHUM . (Nahum 1:1) 

2) Date: Between 663 - 61 2 B.C. . (between the fall of Thebes (Nahum 3:8), and the fall of Nineveh) 

3) Background: The once repentant, now unrepentant NINEVITES . 

4) Key themes: a) God's response to EVIL AND UNREPENTANT people. 

b) God's character as JUDGE . 

II) WHY GOD SOMETIMES HAS TO BECOME A JUDGE 

1 ) Judgment is part of GOD'S CHARACTER . (Nahum 11 8) 

a) God brings judgment as REVENGE when people are continually guilty. (Nahum i:i-6) 

b) God brings judgment as PAY BACK for faithless opposition to His will. (Nahum i:7-8) 

*Notice how God is also slow to reach this anger (Nahum 1 :3a), good, a refuge of help, and caring (Nahum 1 :7). 

2) Judgment is part of GOD'S COMMANDS . (Nahum i:9-i5) 

a) God responds with judgment to those who FIGHT AGAINST HIM . (Nahum 1:9-11) 

b) God responds with judgment to PROTECT VICTIMS FROM FURTHER HARM . (Nahum 11215) 

*Notice how God not only brings righteous judgment on Nineveh but also righteous protection for Judah. 

III) UNDERSTANDING GOD AS A JUDGE IN EVERYDAY LIFE (Application) 

1 ) Our view of God's character must always be COMPLETE to be ACCURATE . 

2) If God was never a Judge, He could never truly manifest His OTHER CHARACTER TRAITS . 
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
